I favor a federal system of farm ­ 
ers warehouse-banks, w’here a farmer 
can deposit his cotton and draw what 
money he needs against the deposit 
not exceeding 75 per cent of its mar­ 
ket value, at not more than 5 per 
cent interest per annum.

amendment, which I will offer and 
paas when I get in congress if I can 
possibly do it. 
This is true demo 
cratic doctrine, the other is monar 
chiral. 
Tohmas Jefferson advocated 
the election of federal judges as long 
as he lived. 
Our present supreme 
judges hold their offices for life and 
are answerable to no power on earth 
They constitute the only court in the 
world that assumes the power to ab­ 
rogate, annul or amend by the un 
constitutional exercise of legislative 
power the acts of the congress of its 
country. 
I believe in an independent 
judiciary, hut not one independent of 
the people. 


I shall he a friend to the laboring 
classes as I have always been in the 
past, (having been born and reared 
on the farm until I was 20 years old,) 
and the friend of all honest business 
whether corporate or not. 
But I am 
a mortal enemy of the trusta, mon 
opolies and combinations organized 
by capital to exploit and oppress the 
people, and 1 shall favor amending 
trust laws which will be so plain that 
even the supreme court of the United 
States cannot fail to enforce them. 
I am opposed to military interven­ 
tion in Mexico, if it can honorably be 
avoided. 
It would cost us billions of 
treasure, year* of guerilla warfare 
and thousands of American youths 
would not give one of our noble 
Texas boys for all the greasers of 
Mexico. 
I hope and believe and pray 
God that our great secretary of state, 
William J. Bryan, and our great pres­ 
ident will safely steer our peaceful 
nation away from military invasion 
of that unhappy country, but hold it 
responsible for the lives of our Amer­ 
ican citizens and their property. 
I am opposed to our system of fed­ 
eral pensions. 
I think it has gone far 
beyond the limit* of expressing na­ 
tional gratitude to the heroes who 
staked their lives to preserve the 
American Union and saved it.

$65,000,000 of gold lying in the vaults 
of the United States treasury of taxes 
unlawfully collected from the Confed­ 
erate states, unclaimed by 
any 
of 
them or their people, as I understand, 
which has been there for years, await­ 
ing an act of congress, disposing of 
the same. 
I shall offer a bill or a 
resolution directing the treasury to 
return this money to the states from 
which it was collected to be distri­ 
buted by state laws among these old 
soldiers of the south u less claimed 
by those who paid the taxes their 
widows or children,and to the building 
of good roads as may be directed by 
law. 
There being 13 Confederate 
states and, if equally divided, each 
state would get $5,000,000 and this 
would be simply restoring to those 
spates and veterans what belongs to 
them.

ject of federal power. In answer 
to constituents who have protes 
ted against the submission of an 
amendment to the federal consti­ 
tution providing for nationwidf 
prohibition he writes; 
It i# a well recognized rule of 
law that when a power is delegs 
ted to the federal government.and 
the federal government <e«*s fit to 
exercise it. such action is t 
the 
exclusion of the states. This was 
conclusively shown by the delega­ 
tion of power to the federal gov­ 
ernment of the right to enact a 
bankruptcy law. 
The states had 
such a law prior to the 
general 
government exercising it* power 
to have a uniform law on this sub 
ject. When it enacted the uniform 
bankruptcy law it superceded the 
acts of all states on the question 
of bankruptcy, showing conclus­ 
ively the principle above stated. 
If a federal prohibition 
am end­ 
ment to the constitution should he 
adopted, with the pressure thru- 
out the country behind such an act 
the federal government neeessar- 
ily would exercise its power, and 
when it did, would enter the field 
of state legislation to the exclu­ 
sion of state laws. 
1 ran not get 
my consent to lie a party to such 
an invasion of the state s’ rights. 
! believe implicitly in the princi­ 
ple of sta te s’ rights that our fath­ 
ers throuh four years of sacrifice 
and devotion to duty struggled to 
maintain.
